McGill women conquer Québec hockey

McGill's Tanya Oleskivich 
scored Jier^secpnd goal with on- 
ly 49 'îccbncIs'Ycmaining in the 
second sudden-death overtime 
period. The hard-fought 4-3 vic- 
tory over John Abbott College 
(March 13) gave the Martlet 
women's hockey team their first 
Quebec Championship in eight 
years. 

Earlier in the week McGill- 
had split the first two games in 
the bcst-of-thrce series, winning 
3-2 at home while losing 5-0 at 
John Abbott. 

Perennial winners of the 
Quebec Women's Inter- 
collegiate Hockey League 
(QWIHL), John Abbott had 
finished the regular season in 
first place with an unblemished 
9-0-3 record. McGill's Martlets 
placed second in the standings. 

with a 6-4-2 mark. . 

The game would've been 
replayed had nobody scored in 
the final 49 seconds of the se- 
cond extra period. 

McGill had taken a 3-0 lead 
only to sec John Abbott's lady 
Islanders roar back with three 
goals in the final eight minutes 
of regulation time, scoring the 




tying marker with less than 
three minutes to go. 

"The key to the season was 
the ability of our new players to 
believe in our system and play, 



as a team," explained coach Ivy 
Steinberg. "We only had two 
top-notch players and the team 
effort made the difference. 
"It took a lot of desire from 



the girls, especially Olga San- 
chez who was asked to move 

from forward to defence for the 
good of the team, "added 

Steinberg. 



"Captain Sarah Doherty was 
exceptionally valuable because 
of her leadership and consisten- 
cy. Goalie Sharon Meaney was 
a case of pure determination — 
she went from being back-up to 
playing all our playoff games 
and was instrumental to the 
team." 

"Oleskivich and Lisa 
Desormeaux were major factors 
and hadn't had any previous ex- 
perience playing ice hockeyl" 
said Steinberg. 

A few years ago, the Martlet 
hockey program was on shakey 
ground at McGill. The squad 
diminishéd in size as the season 
wore on, mainly because their 
male coach was watching the 
women in the showers. The 
ladies caught on and bought 
shower curtains. But team spirit 
was low. Needless to say, the in- 
dividual in question was subse- 
quently fired and a rebuilding 
process began. 

Coach Ivy Steinberg took 
over helm of the rudderless ship 
four years ago and the team has 
gone 'full steam ahead' ever 
since.

paid, but "priority will be given 
to career-related jobs (their em- 
phasis) for students." 

The federal program for stu- 
dent jobs was announced much 
later this, year than last year 
because the Tories "spent a lot 
of time studying the problem 
before they announced their 
program/' said Richard 
Desrosiers, one of the super- 
visors of Challenge '85 in Mon^ 
tréal. 

The forms which every 
employer has to fill out only ar- 
rived last week. Last year the 
employers had more than twice 
the time to get in the applica- 
tions. 

But Desrosiers says there will 
be no problem, because the 
bureaucrats will be working 
"nights, week-ends," in their 
Cathcart St. office across from 
Place Ville Marie, what ever it 
takes to make sure 5,000 ap- 
plications are in by Friday, 
March 22. 

However, it is less sure 
vyhether the applications will be 
processed and the grants 
distributed by the time students 
hit the job.market in late April. 

Desrosiers said the analysis

■ In defence of the Society, 
yincelli stated that only twenty 
per cent of the 6000 students in 
the Arts and Sciences Faculty 
show any sort of interest in 
what goes on. Vincelli referred 
to the Graduation Ball as as ex- 
ample of such lack of en- 
thusiasm: "We have close to 
1500 graduates and we are fin- 
ding it difficult to rouse interest 
in even half to partake in the 
event." 

Eleven hundred places were 
booked at the Sheraton Mount 
Royal for this past weekend's 
Graduation Ball, as of Friday 
morning less than half were 
sold. The ASUS subsidizes the 
event, which costs twenty-five 
dollars a ticket. 

Vincelli went on to express his 
lack of concern on whether 
students participate. "For us 
(ASUS) the turn out is irrele- 
vant. Wc do what we have to 
do, aiid.in the end get out of it 
what the students put into it, he 
said." 

Because there are so many 
varying interests within the 
faculty, Vincelli finds it difficult 
to appeal to all students. 

Opportunism has also caused 
inefficiency within the ASUS, 
admitted VinceUh^he. ASUS 
like any other^comparâble 
organization, has a few that 
work and then those that are in 
just for the ride. They are on the 
ASUS because it will look good 
on their CVs." 



time for each summer job ap- 
plication will be much shorter 
than last year because "there 
will be no consultation with 
local manpower" as there was 
last year. Later, asked about 
verifying if students will take 
away jobs of full-time 
employees, (Challenge '85 
guarentees no students will take 
away full-time jobs) he said 
"Wciwill go through the local 
manpower office to check this 
does not happen." 

Employment spokespersons 
in Ottawa say they can turn 
around an application in 48 
hours. But Allan Lennon, an 
employment ministry union 
spokesperson, said "two years 
ago (the ministry) also said 48 
hours and it took eight weeks to 
four months." 



Desrosiers said Challenge '85 
has "sent representatives to 
each of the universities, work- 
ing with the manpower services 
and student unions to maeke 
sure the program is a success." 
- But McGill Students' Society 
V.P. External Martine Gagnon 
said the federal representatives 
had not visited the Union. 

And François Desrosiers (no 
relation) Concordia's student 
vice-president external, said 
they did not come to Concor- 
dia, either. 

"The government should 
have come around and explain- 
ed the program." Desrosiers 
said. But they didn't. "All I 
know is what I get from reading 
newspapers."

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Acid keeps fallln' on my head

For the last few years, the 
most talked about environmen- 
tal problem has been acid rain. 

Until the beginning of the 
1980's, only environmental 
groups seemed to be concerned 
with the matter, trying both to 
inform the population 'and to 
pressure the government into 
taking the measures necessary 
to solve the problems caused by 
add rain. 

However, in the past four or 
five years, the federal and pro- 
vincial governments have 
recognized the threat of acid 
rain to both nature and the 
economy. It is said to be one of 
the most important priorities of 
the Mulroney government. 

Unfortunately, acid rain is 
not only a Canadian problem. 

Clouds ignore frontiers and 
most of our precipitation comes 
from the United States. A 
realistic solution can only be to 
involve both the Canadian and 
American governments in a co- 
operative effort. 

Even if study after study has 
shown strong evidence of cor- 
relation between acid rain and 
serious environmental damage, 
the Reagan administration is 
not yet ready to recognize the 
danger of acid rain. The 
American government says it 
needs more studies before tak- 
ing action which would involve 
unnecessary spending by the 
government and private in- 
dustry in these times of 
budgetary restraint. 

The Reagan administration 
has yet to be pressured into tak- 
ing action against acid rain, 
mainly because a large part of 
the population has never , even 
heard of the problem. Even in 
Canada, where there has been 
much opposition to acid rain, 
very few; people really know 
about its effect on the envùoii- 
ment and what is being done to 
solve the problem. Let's see 
what the situation is at this 
point. 

WHAT IS 
ACID RAIN? 

The main agent which causes 
acidity in precipitation is 
sulphuric dioxide (S02). The 
main sources of S02 are ther- 
mal power stations which use 
sulphur-rich coal. S02 is also 
emitted from tall smokestacks 
of the steel and metal factories. 
When spat into the atmosphere, 
S02 reacts with atmospheric 
humidity and transforms itself 
into sulphuric acid(H2S04). 
Acid rain, fog or snow results. 
S02 may also precipitate as dust 
and turn into acid when it 
makes contact with water in 
lakes, rivers or simply morning 
dew. 

It was only discovered in the 
1950*5 that gas emissions can 
travel a long way before falling 
v';-,;downiagain,. This has very 



serious consequences' -for 
Québec: dominant winds from 
south to north bring big acid 
clouds from the northeastern 
United States. The Ohio valley 
emits more than 1,300 tons of 
502 per hour, 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week. 

Sixty per cent of our acid rain 
come from the U.S., and 20 per 
cent from Ontario. 

The rain or snow that falls on 
our heads is 19 times .more 
acidic than normal. Whatever 
Reagan, says, acid rain are not 
an invention of the mind. 

It is easy to understand why 
only an international solution 
can fully solve the problem. 



government, released in 1982, 
reveals the Ontario tourist in- 
dustry will lose 6,000 jobs and 
$28 million in the short term 
because of the disappearance of 
fîsh in lakes threatened by acid 
rain. 

Effects on forests are no less 
frightening. . ■ 

The problem is particularly 
acute in West Germany where 
the forests are facing very 
serious damage. Scandinavian 
officials predict a significant 
decline in the productivity of 
their economically important 
forests if some action to reduce 
S02 emissions is not taken very 
quickly in Western Europe. In 



attack^the walls of buildings. 
Àëid raiti ciieihically reacts with 
certain types of materials, caus- 
ing slow disintegration of the 
surface. Heritage Canada, a 
federal government agency, 
evaluates the cost of damage 
done to buildings by acid rain 
each year to - be one billion 
dollars. 

Ironically, -the Parliament 
Buildings in Ottawa is actually 
having its exterior walls 
repaired because of deteriora- 
tion caused by acid rain. And, 
it's spending several tens of 
millions of dollars to do it:

WHAT ARE 
THEEFFECTS? 

Acid rain can damage health 
although the. effects. are more 
overt in terms of the ecosystem. 
What is so frustrating for en- 
vironmentalists is that damage 
to the ecosystem is not, as yet, 
visible,ah d j «) u l d|.be imputable 
to other'^icausS; When It 
becomes really obvious, there 
won't be any time left to act. 

The most widely publicized 
consequence of acid rain is 
damage done to lakes and 
forests. A study released two 
weeks ago by the government of 
Québec showed that, in a 
sampling of 604 lakes, 40 per 
cent were undergoing acidifica- 
tion, 42 per cent of which were 
running serious risks, that is, 
endangering the reproduction 
and survival of fishes. 

The lakes of Northeastern 
America are slowly dying from 
constant acidification. Because 
aquatic flora and fauna are not 
biologically constructed to be 
immersed in acid, it is noiseless- 
ly disappearing. Ironically, an 
acid lake becomes crystal clear, 
with one less element — no 
more alga or fish. 

A study by the Ontario 



the Adirondacks and southern 
Québec, the situation is no bet- 
ter: the red spruce, once abun- 
dant, has almost totally disap- 
peared as a result of acid rain. 

The release of metals into the 
environment is. the most invisi- 
ble but most dangerous conse- 
quence of acid rain. Acid solu- 
tions chemically react with 
various metals like lead, copper, 
zinc, aluminium and mercury, 
releasing particles of these 
metals in the environment. High 
concentrations can be extremely 
hazardous to human health.' 
More than 200 lakes in Sweden 
have been closed because the 
flesh of the fishes contained too 
much mercury. Methyl mercury 
travels up the food chain — we 
must remember Minamata 
disease, which causes genetic 
birth defects, to see what the ef- 
fects on human health can be. 

The impact of acid rain on 
our personal welfare are deceit- 
fuly hidden but very present. 

In the United States, the 
Council on Environment Quali- 
ty evaluates the cost of treat- 
ment of diseases caused or ag- 
gravated by acid rain to be S2 
billion each year. 

Acid snow, fog and rain also 



Sweden is similar to Québec: 
both have the same slaved 
populations; similar climates; a 
high standard of living \yhich 
can be in part attributed to the 
resources of the forest. Both 
countries are .victims of pollu- 
tion produced by neighbours to 
the south. One thing that dif- 
ferentiates the two nations, 
however, is the action taken to 
solve the problem of acid rain. 



unusual device: lake liming. The 
process is exactly the same as 
taking a Rolaid tablet because 
of hyperacidity in your 
stomach. In the last few years, 
the Swedish have poured hun- 
dred of thousands of tons of 
anti-acid lime (CaC03) into 
their lakes using airplanes, 
helicopters, and by using 
pressure hoses and tractors oii 
the ice during the winter. At 
first glance, the results are ex- 
cellent. Just after liming, the 
pH level goes up quickly,' 
stabilizing at a very reasonable 
level of acidity. In one to three 
years, the condition of the 
aquatic Oora and fish reproduc- 
tion improves very quickly. 

Unfortunately, this solution 
can only be a temporary one. 
To be effective, liming would 
have to be repeated every three 
or five years, just when the en- 
vironment starts to get better. 
The economic cost of such a 
policy would also be 
unbearable. But most of all, 
liming does attack only a small 
part of the whole problem: 
forests and buildings cannot be. 
limed. 

The only realistic solution to 
the problem is preventing acid 
rain at its source. Merely trying 
to cure it does not get to the. 
root of the problem. 

Preventing acid precipitation 
can only .be.^ achieved.^ by 
significantly reduîHng'^^^^^^ 
sion of 802 by using low 
sulphuric coal, modernizing ex- 
istent factories and installing 
new^ anti-pollution devices. 
Sweden has diminished its emis- 
sions of S02 by more than SO 
per cent since 1970. 

Sweden, however, remains a 
victim of their southern 
neighbors. The situation cannot 
drastically improve until all of 
Western Europe takes the 
necessary measures to stop acid 
rain. 

We are facing the same situa-, 
tion in Québec. The Canadian, 
government and the provinces 
changed their policy concerning 
acid rain a few weeks ago. In- 
stead of constantly shouting at 
the Americans, while not taking 
any action, the Mulroney 




Unlike Québec, Sweden has 
been aware of the consequences 
of acid rain since the end of the 
1960's. In 1968. a study by 
Svante Odcn, which prophesiz- 
ed the effects of acidity on en- 
vironment, set off alarms in the 
Swedish governmçnt. Since then 
some significant measures have 
been taken. 

Sweden has earned an inter- 
national reputation in the fight 
against acid rain using a very 



government and the provinces 
decided to clean up our own 
house first by reducing by half 
Canadian S02 emissions over* 
the next five years. 

In this way, the Canadian 
governmenK^wlIlçéfshow Its 
neighbors how seriously we con- j 
sider the matter. Who knows, 
we might be able to convince 
our big business friends where 
their real long term interest, 
should lie.

Or does the intention ol Ihe person 
who wrote it determine whether the act is 
anti-semitic? Simply put, did the person 
who wrote the wofd on the wall want it to be 
a shocking act o( antl-semltism? How then, 
when I look at this word, will i know that 
society as a whole will view this as an exam- 
ple ol anti-semltism? Perhaps the sight ol 
Ihe word written In bbck pilnt causes it to 
be an offensive action? The point 1 am trying 
to make Is: there is an ambiguity in the 
meaning ol the word "Jew" written on the 
wall.' 

I would suggest that the word Is not an of- 
fenshre word. For many people the word is a 
very familiar and friendly word. 

Maybe we should leave the writng on Ihe 
walls be.
